The Filipinos, in their way, are the most wonderrul musicians m iue 
They have many extraordinary musical instruments, and it is declared that they 
“know how to fl? out an entire brass and string band” with “thing but bam¬ 
boo. Out of bamboo they make horns, fiddles, drums, flutes and a great variety 
of other apparatus for the production of harmonious strains. 

Herewith is shown a photograph of a Filipino fiddle and bow, made out of 
pieces of bamboo. The violin is not a Strad, nor yet an Amatl, but when 
plaved upon by a skillful native It yields sounds that are undeniably sweet. Noth¬ 
ing that bamboo supplies is more odd, from an American standpoint, than shav¬ 
ing brushes. To make this kind of brush, the native simply takes a short piece 
of a small bamboo and slices one end of it for three inches or so lengthwise th# 
resulting strips representing bristles. The primitive razor is a clam shell, but the 
Filipino’s razor Is a piece of an old steel knife, ground to exceeding keenness and 
attached to a long stick. His comb is of wood. Some of the Filipino forks and 
spoons are very curious, the handles being carved to represent little men and 
women. These tools of the table are of wood, but they probably serve their 
purpose just as well as the metal ones we use.
